ii vice : We therefoꝛe, by the Advice of Our P2ivy Council, have thought fit to 
WJ: Publ this Dur Royal P:oclamation ; And do hereby ſtrictly Charge and 
Command all Seamen and Mariners remaining in any Connty of England 
e 02 Wales, and not Liſted in Our Service, That they fozthwith Render

Topſham, Dartmouth, Falmouth, Looe, Fowy, Truro, Pembrooke, Newcaſtle, Hull, Leverpool, and Great Yar- 
mouth, in oꝛder to their being Received into Pay and Sent on Board ſuch of Our Ships as ſhall be found 
molt expedient foꝛ Our Service: And ik any of them ſhall hereafter be found out oz diſcovered to have neg⸗ 
lected to Obey this Our Royal Command, they ſhall be Pzoceeded againſt with all Severity. And We do 
hereby Require. all Payozs, Bapliffs, Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace, Conſtables, and other Officers 
to whom it doth oz may appertain, That they cauſe all diligent Search to be made Within all and every 
their Pꝛecincts, foz the ſaid Seamen and Mariners, and to Seize and Secure the Perſons of ſuch of 
them as ſhall be there found, and alſo all looſe and unknown Perſons whatſoever, who juſtly may be 
ſuſpected to be. Seamen oz Matermen, and cauſe them to be ſent to thePzincipal Officers and Commil⸗ 
fioners of Our Navy in London, oz to ſuchother of the Perſons and Places afozeſaid, to which they 
may molt conveniently be ſent, in oꝛder to their being Employed in Dur Service; And allo ſend up to 
Our P2iby Council a Liſt of the Names of all ſuch Seamen and Mariners as they ſhall pzocure foz 
the Service afozeſaid, together with the Names of the reſpective Perſons to whom, and Places to Which 
they ſhall ſend them. And the ſaid Principal Officers and Commiſſioners, and other Perſons afoze- . 
ſaid, ſhall give Receipts in Writing foz the ſcveral Seamen and Mariners delivered to them in purſu- 
ance.hereof. And We do hereby ſtraitly Charge and Command, That no Perſon 02 Perſons whatſo⸗ 
ever, do pzeſume to Conceal, oꝛ to further oz Favour the Eſcape of any Seamen oz Mariners, 02 looſe 
and unknown Perſons afozeſaid, upon Pain that all and ſingular Perſons offending herein, be fozth- 
with Committed to Pꝛiſon by the next Juſtice of the Peace oz other Magiſtrate, and Pꝛolecuted with 
all Severity accozding to Law, as Perſons Conſpiring againſt Us and the Safety of Our Kingdom. 
And Me are hereby further pleaſed to make known, That We have given effectual Oꝛders to the reſpe⸗ 
ive Officers and Perſons herein above Appointed, to Receive the ſaid Men, and fo: Paying foꝛthwith 
to the Conductozs the Pmpzeſt and Conduct⸗Money diſburſed upon this Service.
